Tax Dodging: How do the 
wealthy dodge taxes? We often 
hear rumors of rich individuals 
dodging Uncle Sam’s levies upon 
their income by methods that es- 
cape the law. In a recent issue 
of “Labor,” the Railroad Brother- 
hood’s national weekly, an excel- 
lent summary of these methods 
was presented. One notable ex- 
ample cited was that of the popu- 
lar “Duffy’s Tavern” radio pro- 
gram, a strictly high-bracket in- 
come business. Labor charges 
that, according to a congressional 
Ways and Means Committee hear- 
ing reviewing tax dodgers, the 
“Duffy Tavern” promoters arrang- 
ed with the Government of 
Puerto Rico to produce their radio 
and television transcription on that 
island in return for exemption 
from Puerto Rican income tax. 
This arrangement will exempt the 
radio artists from Uncle Sam’s in- 
come tax, so that their huge in- 
comes are entirely tax free. Puerto 
Rico is a possession of the United 
States, but a loophole allows busi- 
ness in such “possessions” to es- 
cape Federal taxes. As a result of 
this loophole, some American 
manufacturers are moving their 
plants from the United States to 
such possessions as Puerto Rico. 
American 
corporations also organize their 
companies on foreign soil and thus 
avoid paying taxes on profits they 
make by in-world trade, although 
much of their trade centers in 
America. 

Another tax loophole is enjoyed

by ‘non-residential aliens.” For 
example, one foreigner, — a refu- 
gee from Hitler, — came to this 


country in 1939 and in six years 
made $600,000 profit trading on 
our stock market and paid not one 
cent of income taxes. Thousands 
of wealthy refugees have amassed 
new fortunes in New York by 
their tax-free manipulations in the 


stock market.

Boo CONTINUES: Top economists who advise large corporations 
on trends are summing up their first quarter 1950 analyses and 
“forecasts” in terms of this year’s continuing to be a good business year 
in spite of strike set-backs and international unrest. All branches of 
trade will continue relatively prosperous, profits will remain high with 
no serious slump visible in the offing. 

THE UNCERTAINTY in this is that Government spending on 
armaments is the pressure that keeps the boom going, as Government 
spending is directed into the multitudinous fields from which armaments 
are drawn. 


AR BOOM NOT PROSPERITY: Thus we are not in a “peace 

time” boom — it is still a war boom. Too much present produc- 

tion has no relationship to national wealth and standards of living, except 

to drain our resources for tanks, planes, bombs, guns, warships, which are 

not part of our nation’s economic strength. Moreover, today’s armaments 

become obsolete so fast that the task of arm’s maintenance is an added 
drain on our economic vitality. 


INCREASED MILITARY SPENDING is in the offing. Plans 
are being made to further boost Army, Navy, airpower budgets. That’s 


a ticklish move right now because our leaders are fully aware that the 
public is fed up with war talk and war scares. Remember this high 
voltage war talk has gone on now about as long as the war itself lasted. 
And Washington politicians are worried over reports from England that 
Churchill’s blaming the Labor Government for prolonging the East-West 
stalemate and demanding a direct reapproachment to Russia did much 
to bolster the Tory support in the recent election. Britons as well as 
Americans are sick of tension and warnings of a war that hasn’t come 
off. They want something done about peace. But the ironic thing is 
that right now, with people feeling like that, Pres. Truman and the 
Washington politico-military top command are more convinced than 
ever that war is coming. They seem to be plaintively admitting that 


they can’t think of any more to do — except get ready for war. (Sce 
U. S. News for statement by Secretary of State Acheson, Feb. 17). Al- 


though our leadership was somewhat shaken by the worldwide disappoint- 
ment that has rolled in over the way the hydrogen bomb decision was 
handled, apparently we are still only able to think and plan on one level 
— the military. Even with the magnificent demonstration of the 
Marshall Plan — which has gained for us our only real post-war victory 
— there seems still to be no ideals, no creative affirmative program. 
Anne O’Hare McCormick, a leading editorial writer for the N. Y. 
Times, and the Washington publisher, David Lawrence, have both re- 
cently reviewed this barren poverty of ideas. Both urge that we should 
have learned by this time that, as Mrs. McCormick put it, “the victories 
and defeats in this struggle have not been accomplished by the use or 
menace of superior weapons that now paralyses men and governments.” 
Both writers point out that the only victories we have gained over 
communism have been by our use of non-military resources, such as the 
Marshall Plan, and the Voice of America (which has caused wide dis- 
sension and unrest in communistie countries but to which our leaders 
and Congress have only tossed a comparatively few pennies). They also 
remind that China did not fall because of force of arms but because of 


economic, moral and political disintegration. In other words, we have

7 ET It ALSO BE CALLED TO MIND that there is no evidence 
whatever that Russia has been making any moves or maneuvers 
towards MILITARY ACTION against the U. S. or any of our Western 
allies. Underground revolutionary moves, yes, — but that is NOT 
MILITARY ACTION. Time and again the American public has been 
flagrantly deceived at this point. In the spring of 1948, in order to whip 
up publie support for selective service legislation, a huge publicity cam- 
paign was started which trumpeted the warning that war was imminent, 
and the press earried many stories that Russian troops were on the 
move. After the selective service bill was passed, the news leaked out 
that the Russian mobilization was false. The central 
intelligence agency coneeded that they had “misinterpreted” the fact 
that the Russian armies were carrying out their usual spring maneuvers 
as our armed forces do every season! The Hoover Commission verified 
{ 1 fact (See BTL, May 9, ’49) but no effort was 
made to correct the misinformation that had been fed to the public. The 
Hoover Commission charged that these false reports had “stimulated 
recommendations which, if followed, might well have had serious con-

HAT IS THE SOURCE OF OUR FAILURE? Those who can 


escape for a bit from the fog and smog of our sluggish obsession 
with militarism can quickly catch a glimpse of not only the true danger 
of communism and the methods they use, but what we need to defeat it. 
The real power of communism is an evangelical zealousness to change 
the world. Their documents, literature and agitation seethe with it. 
They believe the world can only be changed by violent revolution. They 
believe in violence, they preach violence, — but they concentrate the 
powers of violence upon the overthrow of the established capitalistic 
rezimes from within.

In fact. it is evident that in much of the world the ingrown 
INDIFFERENCE of both clerical and laity, which fills much of the 
structures of religion, has played into the hands of the Communists.

and consecration of purpose and energy. So in 
our poverty of ideas and ideology we are undermining our economy in a 
frenzy of militarism. We have forgotten that the American way of life 
sprang out of a zealous ideology itself. That ideology produced a neigh- 
borly system of sharing that the world had never experienced before. 
Great initiative and energy was created as men worked buoyantly to- 


vether in a new sense of brotherhood. Because of this system of sharing, 
new wealth was created and distributed more widely and justly than any 
place else in the world. We now clutch at the abundance created and 
forget the spirit that created it. There is, therefore, buried in our system, 
of life an idea, a spirit that can whip communism, stop it in its tracks. But 
we will have to make that spirit live again, fashion it into a force that 
can be propagandized and projected into the thoughts and lives of other 
men and nations in the world. For Congress to pass budgets for foreign 
relief and rehabilitation is not enough. We have been depending upon 
cold dollars, and the dollars can’t do it. It is going to require a revival 
of what might be termed “evangelical democracy”, — a belief in little 
people, that they deserve the best, that by profit sharing, by high wages, 
by working hard to produce more we will all gain more. Management 
and labor must step forward to meet on that common ground in a new 
spirit of cooperation and brotherly love. Big business, crouching behind 
its investments in coal, steel, railroads, auto production, must quit fight- 
ing big labor crouching behind the picket lines of anxious workers. They 
must both get out in front and start thinking and working together. An 
awakening of spiritual values must move through the people of America 
so that the sum total of our thonght and influence adds up to something 
more than comic books and the rather trashy radio, television and movie 
performances by which the world for the most part judges us today. 

We will whip communism very easily when we can make the world 
see that we have more to offer than the Communists have to offer, and 
find some other way to offer it rather than on the end of a bayonet.

add one or two professional military men to the five-man atomic agency. 
After the bombs were dropped on Hiroshima and Nagasaki, the atom 
scientists, accusing the Government of betraying the promises made that 
the A-bombs would be used first as a demonstration weapon, put up an 
insistent demand that the atomie energy controls be taken out of the 
hands of the military. This insistence by the scientists also arose out 
of the strong resentment against the growing regimentation of scientific 
research while under military domination. The 79th Congress under these 
pressures set up the all-civilian Atomie Energy Commission in which 
military men have been permitted to serve only in positions of advise- 
ment. There have been increasing demands, however, from military 
sources and business interests closely associated with military affairs, 
to put atomie energy back under military control. 

Part of the insistence originates in business circles which fear 
that development of atomic energy under Government supervision will 
eventually greatly diminish the areas of operation of private utilities. 
A eombined front by big business interests, closely associated with the 
private utility trusts and the military, is understood to be behind the 
drive for resumption of military controls. 


A XOTHER NOTE OF ENCOURAGEMENT: Our Government is 
insisting that, — in return for our aid to the French-sponsored 
Bao Dai Government of Indo-China, — the Bao Dai regime be made 
really independent of French rule to prevent the charge that the 
U. S. is supporting French imperialism in Asia. French officials are 
vigorously opposing the U. S. demands through financial interests ir 
this country allied with French and Dutch colonial commercial affairs. 
There is some reason to fear, therefore, that having made its protest our 
Government will turn its attention elsewhere while our arms are used 
We did this before — while the Dutch 
for three years notoriously betrayed American democratic aims by utiliz-

accept it and behave themselves. It 
is the constant oppression and de- 
ception that is causing the trouble.” 

In spite of their disagreements, 
when a Christian Judge and Chris- 
tian editors begin to show concern 
over the racial problem, progress 
is being made! 

Negro Soldiers: During the 
war many reports were circulated 
that represented the Negro as a 
failure as a fighting man. Negro 
units were organized in a haphaz- 
ard way, pouring into their ranks 
all varieties of young Negro men, 
many of them illiterate and en- 
tirely unprepared for the exacting 
demands of military life and 
others well educated and responsi- 
ble. It is no wonder that 
these hastily formed units, fre- 
quently inadequately trained, and 
representing a wide variety of ca- 
pacities and experience should, in 
some instances, produce unsatis- 
factory results. But because some 
Negroes did make superior fight- 
ing men, the U. S. Army has been 
experimenting in training Negro 
soldiers at Kitzingen, Germany, 
and as a result of this experiment 
the U. S. Army is turning out 
thousands of Negro soldiers, which 
army commanders insist are “top- 
notch fighting men.” Groups of 
1200 men go through a concentrat- 
ed academic, military and char- 
acter-building program, which 
raises educational levels and pro- 
vides the students with a better 
understanding of the purpose of 
military tactics and methods. 
Col. H. C. Newton, Commandant 
of the training center, says the 
Negroes have demonstrated “a re- 
markable talent for grasping 
knowledge and have shown a high 
potential of military leadership. 
Failures among the soldier stu- 
dents have been below 10 per 
cent which averages well with 
any other group . These men 
will be a great asset to the Army 
... The train- 
ing is for the airborne and highly 
mechanized units. Our men must 
understand or- 
ders and have a thorough know- 
ledge of maps and terrain. To an 
educated man these things come 
but we find with all of 
them it ean be done.”
